Our Total Force units are setting the standard! This year we have flown nearly 6,000 hours and are on 4-8

track to finish with around 6,400 flying hours for the year! Our mission capability rate is 75.1%, ahead
of the Air Mobility Command standard of 71% and during the last year, we met and exceeded the AMC
standard for six consecutive months! Our home station departure reliability average is 95.3%, again
above the 91.7% standard. From Oct 2011 to Feb 2012, we had a 100% departure reliability average.

There is a specific group of Airmen that should be especially proud this month...recent Lt.Col. pro-
motees. We had 11 Majors meet the last promotion board and ALL 11 of them were selected for promo-
tion! Throughout the year, 440th promotions have exceeded Air Force Reserve Command selection
rates.

This month we also welcomed back more than a dozen 53APS Airmen from their deployment. They did
phenomenal work while deployed and represented the 440th and Pope Field amazingly well.

Assistance Program (FVAP) informs service members of a mobile
website (http://www.fvap.gov/mobile/) that quickly leads users to
voting information.

As Reservists, we have the right to vote absentee when we are
activated and stationed outside our place of residence where we
are qualified to vote. If we are not activated and stationed outside
our place of residence, normal civilian voting procedures apply.

Here are a few link buttons on the webpage that may be of interest
to you:

- KPOB AOS - Provides current weather data (wind, clouds, tem-
perature, lightning, weather/visibility, atmospheric pressure, pre-
cipitation), current official Observation, and Terminal Aerodrome
Forecast (TAF) for Pope Field. Auto updates approximately every 2
minutes.

- 24 HR FCST — Provides 24-Hour Weather Outlook in aviation
terms for 4 six-hour periods. This product is issued in the morning
once a day, so for updates contact us at 394-6543.

- 7 DAY - Provides plain language 7- Day Weather Outlook for
Pope Field to include solar/lunar data.

- PT TEST WX — Provides 24 hour, hour-by-hour planning forecast
based on PT testing weather conditions listed in AFI 36-2905.

There are also link buttons for weather satellite, weather radar, and
tropical weather information to name only a few.

Of course we have full personal military aviation weather briefing
services available as well. So whatever your weather need, please
check out our webpage and for updated weather information, give
us a call 394-6543/6544 or come by and see us in Airfield Opera-
tions, Bldg 708, between hanger 4 and 5.

September Protocol Point of Reference

As Citizen Airmen, most of us do not wear the military uniform
every day. However, when we do wear the uniform, we rec-
ognize that we have a great responsibility to wear it properly
and to conduct ourselves accordingly. Please review the
information below to ensure you are representing your fellow
service men and women well. Reference AFI 36-2903, Sec-
tion 1.3.

To present a professional military image the individual will:

Procure and maintain all mandatory clothing items. Review
and follow local supplements and procedures. Uniforms will
be neat, clean, pressed, buttoned, and properly maintained.

Members will not: Stand or walk with hands in pockets of
any uniform combination, other than to insert or remove
items. Walk in uniform while using cell phones, radios, hands
-free headsets unless required in the performance of official
duties using a government issued device. Smoke/use smoke-
less tobaccos, drink, or eat while walking in uniform.

Force Development

Leadership Encouraging Airmen Development (LEAD) Pro-
gram: The United States Air Force Academy (USAFA) and the
USAFA Prep School offer active and reserve enlisted airmen the
opportunity to compete for 170 slots for the appointment at the
USAFA. Commanders and supervisors are asked to encourage
airmen with impeccable character and values along with leader-
ship potential to apply.

To be eligible applicants must meet the following: (1) less than 23
years of age by 1 Jul 2013 for entry to USAFA, or less than 22
years of age by 1 July 2013 for entry into the Prep School; (2)
unmarried; (3) a U.S. citizen and (4) have no dependents.

To apply airmen must complete an AF Form 1786 endorsed by
their commander by 31 Dec 12 for entry in the Fall 2013 semes-
ter.

Post 9/11 GI Bill changes effective 1 Aug 2012: The Annual
Cap for tuition and fees at private schools and non-degree
schools has been increased to $18,077.50 (for those students
eligible at the 100% level). (There has been no change for public
degree granting schools: students will be entitled to receive the In
-State tuition and fees.)

Effective Aug. 1, 2012 the Monthly Housing Allowance will be
based on the 2012 BAH rates. The Books and Supplies payment
and the Tuition and Fees payment (and Yellow Ribbon payment)
for each term will not be released more than 14 days prior to the
beginning of that term. Payments processed more than 14 days
prior to the beginning of a term will be set up on a payment
schedule to be released from VA no more than 14 days prior to
the beginning of that term. This includes mini-terms that may
have been certified with a standard term or multiple terms with
varying begin dates. For example: An enroliment that is proc-
essed on Aug. 1, 2012 for a term that begins Aug. 25, 2012 will
mean that the Books and Supplies and Tuition and Fees pay-
ments will not be released until Aug. 11, 2012.

Also effective Aug. 1, 2012 Chapter 33 students will only be enti-
tled to a kicker (commonly referred to as a college fund) for the
benefit that they relinquished when they elected Chapter 33. For
example: If a student was eligible for a MGIB Chapter 30 and a
MGIB-SR Chapter 1606 kicker and they relinquished MGIB
Chapter 30 when they elected Chapter 33, the student would no
longer be eligible to receive the Chapter 1606 under Chapter 33
(prior to Aug. 1, 2012 they would have been paid both kickers
under Chapter 33). Affected students will be sent a letter detail-
ing this action and what they need to do if they disagree with this
decision. Please refer to the www.gibill.va.gov website or the 1-

Your Hard Work Over the Fiscal Year
Throughout the fiscal year (October 2011—September 30,
2012) the Airmen of Pope Field have exemplified what it means
to be professionals in their field. Pope Field is setting the stan-
dard across the Air Force for Active and Reserve units working
together to accomplish the mission at hand. The information
below is a snapshot of how your hard work and dedication is
paying off:

e As of August 30, 5,957.8 hours have been flown with an
estimated 6,400 hours to wrap up FY12.

e July 2012, Pope Field recorded the lowest repeat/recur
rate in all of the Air Force Reserve Command with a zero.

e  The mission capability rate for Pope Field is 75.1%, the
standard is 71%. Not only has Pope Field exceeded this
standard seven times in FY12, six of those have been con-
secutively.

e Pope Field home station departure reliability average is
95.3%, again exceeding the standard or 91.7%. From
October 2011 to February 2012 Pope Field had 100% de-
parture reliability average!

e InFY12 Pope Field has:

- hauled 350,680 Ibs of cargo

- airdropped 234,130 Ibs of cargo

- moved 2,509 passengers

- airdropped 11,047 paratroopers—Ileading all AFRC
units!

The commitment of the 440th Airlift Wing is getting noticed by
those around and above us! So far in FY12 the 440th has re-
ceived 27 Air Force Reserve Command level awards covering
all aspects of the wing. Additionally, the 440th Airlift Wing has
received 7 Air Force level awards!

Promotions have also exceeded the Air Force Reserve Com-
mand selection rates. An unheard of 100% — 11 of 11 — of
eligible Majors were selected for promotion to Lieutenant Colo-
nell
